Chiefly we would note that 
there is no clear statement of the cost involved in colfecting the contribu- 
tions to the Fund. There is no means provided by them for ascertaining what 
proportion of the original donations is available for their destined object in 
Palestine. It is confusing, to say the !least of it, to use several names 
all meant to apply to the cost of local effort. aégr we suggest that in fatare 
a table should be supplied, showing gross receipts per annum, local expenses 
net receipts remitted, administrative, and organisation expenses and amount 
available for the respective purposes covered by the Fund. As it is, it looks 
as if the cost of collection and administration is not much less than 
twenty-five per cent. That is a very bigh figure, and needs a far more 
appealing explanation than the one given by Mr. Usnerzxy. who says 


that the percentage is high because the results are large. Of course’ 


the very contrary ought to be the fact. The higher the turnover. 
the less. the percentage for collection ; although the amount paid hor 
collection may in itself be higher. In any case, the subscribers 
should be told the facts, ‘and this refer also to a number of other 
points in the accounts, Now, as we ant when previously referring 
to this matter, our purpose in calling attention to it” is to help 
the Fund: Accounts which are unclear, which need lengthy explanations 
such as Mr. Utrrzky has ‘kindly supplied, so far as they go waa 
which leave great gaps of information that accounts should Pa?

His counsel on the 
Stepney Union, of which he was a member, was always listened to, and he 
wasever a sturdy champion of orthodoxy in the various institutions in which 
our people found themselves. ly Jewish communal work he was a representa 
ive on the Board of Guardians, at the Deputies of British Jews, and on the 
Shechita Board. He was an active worker in the Federation of Syna- 
gogues, being President of the Philpot Street Synagogue and Treasurer 
of the Burial Society of the Federation of Synagogues, in which he was 
a Champion of probity. For the Talmud Torahs and the YVeshiboth 
he (was ver willing helper. He felt, although not showing it 
outwardly, very deeply indeed the fact of his only son being an invalid, 
and this undoubtedly hastened his early end. To those who, like the writer. 
knew him personally, e advice and counsel were a never-failing help and 
guide. ‘To his mother, wife and children one can but extend the Jewish 
consolation, “May the Almighty comfort you among the other mourners 
of Zion and Israel.” Virit post Junera rirtus.—Frem Mr. Barnett Verpy. 
The work of Angel Rosen will long live after him. His work for the 
Federation of Synagogues, of which he was a Treasurer of the Burial 
Society, is represented by the great improvements he was responsible for, 
and will long bear testimony to his endeavours to further the work of this 
institution. As President of the Philpot Street Synagogue, he éver strove 
to fulfil the connotation of its Hebrew name—ADNI ION PS. His 
wiseCounsel will be missed at the meetings of the Executive of the Shechita 
Beard, as will his influence for good on its members. The Veshitah, on the 
Committee of which he was a highly respected member, found in him an 
ardent worker and supporter. How conscientiously he would serve on the 
rotas at the Jewish Board of Guardians, and how striously did he follow the 
work of the Deputies, where, although a silent member, he was so highly 
respected! At the Council of the United Synagogue he was a champion of 
orthodoxy, representing the New Synagogue, Stamford Hill, at that institu 
tion. His work was not alone confined to the Jewish community. 
He enhanced the good name of the Jew in Masonic circles, and at the 
Stepney Union of which he was a member for a number of years. 
These activities will not soon be forgotten, for he was. actuated with 
fervent zeal in all the work he was engaged upon, and thereby he 
cultivated a generous and affectionate feeling among his fellow-workers. 
To his friends Angel Rosen was indeed a friend, many there are who will 
remember his proven friendship in the hour of their trial and need. 1 shall 
ever cherish his memory, and like so many others, offer my prayer of 
thankfulness to our Father in heaven for having been privileged to have 
been a friend of such a man, and to have benefited by his friendship. He 
was indeed blessed with wisdom and understanding, and all his ways were 
paths of peace. He would receive all men with a cheerful countenance, and 
to his office by day and to his home in the evening many would come, seeking 
his counsel and help, for they knew that Angel Rosen was one to whom the 
burdened heart might pour forth its sorrow, and the poor proffer their suit 
and seldoyn did he failthem. ‘To the widow and her children our hearts go 
out in sympathy in their irreparable loss. May Ged, in His great loving- 
kindness, grant them His consolation and «strengthen them in this. their 
great trial, to bear with love and resignation His divine will, in the know- 
ledge that there are many who bear their sorrow with them. and who pray 
that the lesson of the deceased life may be unto them an inspiration and a 
noble example for them to try and emulate. We who were associated with

Rabbi Akiba. 

The romantic history of Rabbi Akiba, written by the late Dr Marcus 
Kehmann, the renowned editor of “ Dee Iseanstr,” has beer slated 
into English, and published under the title of “ Akina,” by the Jewish 
Forum Publishing Company, of New York. « Dr. Lehmann, who was 4 noted 
scholar and writer, combined all the Talmudic tales of Rabbi Akilaintoa 
narrative of extraordinary interest.

CCCVI.—When the Dead ake. 


My Dear Cousin, 
During the last few weeks I have made the Wédrash my going io-bed 
reading, and more than ever I realise the truth of the popular belief that 
che Jew is highly gifted with imagination. As you know, many problems 
are surveyed in the Midrash; 1 concentrated, both as a matter of 
terest and information, on the Resurrection of the Dead. My impres- 
cen is that the recognised authorities on the history of the Jewish 
people and of its thought are agreed that the doctrine of the 
Resurrection is not of Jewish origin, but that the Jews obtained it 
from the Parsees during their long sojourn in Persia. Angels. demons, evil 
oirits, Paradise and Hell all came from the same source, and with them the 
-eoception that one day those who are dead will come to life again. There 
. po direct indication in the Pentateuch that such a belief was current in 
» ent Israel. But it was an attractive doctrine ; it made large promises 
where hopelessness seemed prevalent ; it furnished at any rate one answer 
the obvious injustices which prevailed on the earth. As Rabbi Jacob 
»wned > If a father asks his son to climb a tree to drive away the dam before 
aking the eggs from the nest (strictly in accord: with the Mosaic injunction), 
4d the bey falls down and breaks his neck, where is the long life promised 
the Torah? There can be only one answer to this question 
bot in the Resurrection ? 

The logic may not be convincing, but what is the use of appealing to 
iocoe 1 a matter where men desire to believe, as they do?’ In the process of 
‘ime the seeds which were planted during the Persian exile germinated in 
‘he Jewish sonal, and it is generally agreed that by the time of the Maccahees 
the Resurrection of the Dead was a principle widely accepted and creatly 

sted upon. Does not Daniel write: “And many of them that sleep in 
dust of the earth shall awake "% The teachers of the Talmud strove. 
inst fact and reason, to grve the belief Biblical authority, and it was on 
this point that the Sadducees differed fundamentally from the Pharisees. 
he former denied that the Resurrection was to be found im the Jorah. 
epted the principle as an article of belief, regarding it as ‘of 
rer growth... But, for some reason or another, the Pharisees attached 
eal por tance to the or thodoxy of their \ ew, and excluded from parlicipa- 
tion in the Resurrection those who denied its Mosaic origin. The 
beinousness of this offence in the eyes of the Talmud Rabbis may be gathered 
from the fact that they lumped the deniers of the Mosaic origin of the 
Resurrection with usurers, the-worldly proud, and (according to Rabbi Akiba) 
those who read profane literature,which meant, in effect, those who cultivated 
(sreek. 

From the modern stand-point it is difficult to accept the “ proofs” 
sdduced by the Rabbis to show that the doctrine of the Resurrection was 
Mosaic. In one place inthe Wédrash, attention is called to thé injunction of 
Moses to the Israelites to go and take the land which God promised to give 
i» their fathers, Abraham, Isaac and Jacob. But did their fathers get it? 
asks the Midrash, implying that they did not. Now, since God's promise 
niust be realised, it stands to reason, so the Midrash argues, that Abraham, 
lxaxc, and Jacob will one day participate in the Resurréction, so that God's 
promise will in due course be fulfilled. Take another instance. A Jewish 
Christian once expressed surprise that Rabbi Judah should believe in 
the quickening of the dead. The scoffer argued that Jacob could 
not have believed in the Resurrection, else why did he mourn for 
Joseph ? Had he believed in the Resurrection, would he net have 
allowed himself to be comforted? ‘Yet Holy Writ expressly declares 
that he would not be comforted. Rabbi Judah avoided the question 
ly saying that Jacob knew by means of the Holy Spirit that Joseph was 
wtually alive, and it was on that account that he refused to be comforted, 
for what need is there of comfort for the living? The most popular proof 
was obtained by analogy. Since the potter might break a cruse and put it 
together again, how much more God Almighty, who made the vessel, Man! 
Does it not stand to reason that the Omnipotent Father can do all that He 
wishes? Besides, as Rabbi Judah said on another oceasion: If auyone 
‘leclares that God will not quicken the dead, tell him that He has already 
done so at the hands of Elisha and Elijah; and if it has been done once, 
niay it not be dene again ?. Finally, a piece of somewhat imagimative 
reasoning adduced the Hebrew letter ® which is open at the bottom, to 
indicate that the dead go intoanother world, but which also has an opening 
at the top, fo indicate that they will rise again ! 

The Sadducees would not:be convinced: by these arguinents, and some- 
times they rather poked fun at the whole conception of the Resurrection. 
The Book of Matthew contains an interesting conundrum which the 
Sadducees put to Jesus in this connection. Their hypothetical case was that 
seven brothers lived together, and that when the first died childless the 
second married his widow. He, too, died childless, and the third marred 
the widow, and so on with the seven, “In the Resurrection, whose wife 
shall she be of the seven?” was the question put by the Sadducees to 
Jesus. In the Midrash, Moses bimself did not escape being aceused of 
heresy on the subject. When the Israelites had been guilty of making the 
Golden Calf and the Almighty Father first intended to destray them. Moses 
is made to argue with Him, and in the course of his argument supposes 
that there is no such thing as the Resurrection. God Himself corrects him 
CW ANN mw). Job, too, the Widrash declares, held unorthodox 
opinions on this subject. Did he not.say : “ As the cloud is cor sumed and 
vanisheth away, so he that goeth down to Sheol shall come up no more.” 
(MOA IPN WDD | 

lhe “proof” of the doctrine is by no means the most interesting 
aspect of the whole problem. Of much greater. interest Is the fabmie, of 
imagination all compact, which depicts the time, the place, aud the method 
of the Resurrection. The time is the age of the Messiah. When he arrives 
he will be accompanied-by the Prophet. Elijah, who will blow two blasts on 
the great trumpet. The trampet will be made of one of the horns of the 
ram which was sacrificed in the place of Isaac on Mount Moriah. Of the

At the first blast of Ehjahs trompet 
the moon will become as bright as the sun, and all those who are sick in the 
world will be healed. At the second blast of that great trumpet the dead will 
arise, and Lot's wife will cease being a pillar of salt and will take on her 
former shape once more. One question that interests the Vidrash greatly 
is how the Resurrected will be dressed. The general opinion seems to be 
that they will be fully and properly clothed when they come to life ; and 
since this is the case, it is as well if careful people make provision for 
the event, Rabbi Yochanan requested to be buried not in white nor in 
black, but in coloured garments, so that he should not be ashamed if he 
rose among the pious, nor need to blash if it was his lot to be cast among 
the sinners. Rabbi Yannai requested that he should be buried neither in 
white nor in black, for if he wore white he might be like a bridegroom 
among mourners, and if black, he might be hke a mourner among bride- 
yrooms. Rabbi Jeremiah seemed to be a whole-hogger. He asked for white 
garments, socks and shoes, and a walking-stick, so that he might be quite 
ready when Elijah’s horn called the dead to life. 

On hearing the call the age-long sleepers would arise, make théir 
way through subterranean passages to the Holy Land, and there come 
to the surface and gee the Messiah -in all his glory. The actual provess 
of Resurrection will be carried through by God Himself, who will use the 
Elixir of Life, the keys of which the Almighty has always kept in His own 
possession, together with the keys of rain and of birth. TS 
The dead in the Holy Land will be the first to revive ; henee the virtue 
of being buried in Palestine. Those who have taken this precatition will 
not need to unde ryo the severe labour of the long journe \ from outlying 
parts to the Holy Land. One question that troubled the ancient wiseaeres 
who allowed their imagination to rau riot on this subject of the Resurrection 
was whether those who are afflicted the lame, the halt. the dumb and the 
bhind- would arise with tlieir afflictions upon them. The answer they 
furnished was quite clear. They quoted the last song of Moses | 
Lkilland 1 make alive: Ihave 
and heal.” Is not this proof positive that him whom God kills He » 
alive—there you have the Resurrection 
willheal. What need to ask more, ?

The Jews of Salonika. 


INTERVIEW FOR “THE JEWISH CHRONICLE” 
WiITif 


Mr. L. NEMANOFF. 


HOSE who knew Salonika before the Balkan War are astonished 
at the far-reaching changes which this, the richest and most 
flourishing port of the A®gean Sea, has undergone. The altera 
tion is not only apparent in the exterior of the town, whach ts 

now being re-constructed after the terrible fire that devasted the best part 
of the city, but radical changes have been brought about even In the com - 
position of the population. Before the Balkan War, Salonika was Jewish 
rather than Turkish. Under Ottoman rule the popalation numbered 
°475.000—75,000 “Spanish Jews”. (Sephardim) and 100,000 Turks, 
Bulvarians, and Greeks. The population, swelled by the Greek refugees 
and emigrants, has now increased to 450,000 ; but there are no longer any 
Rulyarians or Turks at Salonika; Greeks and Jews form the population 


of the city. There has been a notable alteration, too, in the position 


of the Jews. who find themselves to-day in extremely difficult circum- 
stances. In this connection, a representative of the Jewish Curontche 
has had an interview with Mr. L. Nemanoff, who gave some interesting 
particulars of the history of Salonika Jewry. 

“ Before the Balkan War.” said Mr. Nemanoff, “it was the Jews who, 
for four centuries, played the chief rile in commercial and financial life in 
Salonika. Their political influence, negligible under the autocratic regime 
became verv great in the early years under the Young Turks. In this 
connection it is sufficient to recall that the “Young ‘Turk movement had 
its inception at Salonika, and to remember the part played therein hy 
Karasso. Even now, in spite of far-reaching changes, the Jews continue to 
fill an importaut position in the world of commerce and politics, but then 
part is being little by little artificially narrowed and diminished. Apparentiy 
the relations between the Jewish community and the Greek authorities are 
courteous : the Greek Governor-General pays a state visit to the Chief 
Rabbi on the first days of Passover and Rosh Has/ mah. But it is useless 
to conceal the fact that behind these reciprocal courtesies and compliments 
there is a good deal of tension. 

Commercial Rivairy. 

“ The Greeks do not, as did the Turks, keep for themselves solely the 
duty of. governing; they are, above all. else; merchants. It is thus not 
surprising that, expelled from Eastern Thrace and from Asia Minor, the 


Greek mercharits endeavour to replace, or to eject. the other merchants of — 


the city, who are for the most part Jews. There would be no grounds for 
complaint at the legitimate desire of the Greeks to occupy in Salonika that 
preponderating position in commerce and finance which was formerly held 
by the Jews, if their rivalry with the Jews were carried on under fair 
conditions, Equally there would be no cause for protesting against the 
desire of the Greeks to deprive the Jews of the dominating influence in the 
politreal life of the city, provided only that the. political struggle were 
carried on in’a manner compatible with the régime of freedom. 


Anti-Jewish Legislation. 


perhaps at the instigation of the refugees, has had resagt to measures that 
recall rather the former Tsarist régime than that.of a free Republic. I 
leave on one side individual facts which have a disagreeable flavour of anti- 
Semitism—such as, for instance, the circular recently issued by the Prime 
Minister 4o commandants of army corps, instructing them not to put Jews 
in positions of trust, or the letting of municipal shops to Greeks at half the 
rental charged to Jews. It might be said that these are isolated cases... But 
the Greek Government’is considering two measures of 4 general nature, which 
if they come into force, will strike a definite blow at ‘the political influence 
of the Jews in Salonika, and, as far as commerce is concerned, will put them 
in Such a position that they will find it quite impossible to compete with 
the Greeks. I refer to the project of the formation of the Jewish com- 
munity of Salonika into a separate electoral college, and to the application 
to Salonika of compulsory Sanday closing. | 
“Already at the last elections to the Constituent Assembly, the Jews 
of Salonika were, through a decree issued by Mr. Gonatas, made into a 
separate ward, to elect four deputies. Gonatas was probably displeased 
with the Jews of Salonika, who had openly expressed aversion to the coup 
@éat which brought him to power ‘and for the new régime of military 
dictatorship. But it was their right as Greek citizens to have'a favourable 
or unfavourable view of the new political régime ; and the Jewish com- 
munity was quite right in boycotting the elections. 
_ “Tt was generally believed in Salonika that the measure was only a 
temporary one, but the Greek Government is striving to make it per manent 
by introducing into the new Republican Constitution an article according 
to which the Mussulmans of Thrace and the Jews of Salonika shall form 


separate electoral colleges. The intention of the Government is perfectly 


clear; it wishes to destroy the political influence of the Jews at Salonika 
which is far in excess of the limits of the Jewish community. 


A Political Ghetto.

WEDNESDAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 


Ou Wednesday, Mr. Lvo MorzKktn announced that there would be two 
sittings, at the second of which a vote on the Absolutorium (or discharge} 
of the Executive would be taken. It was intended to conclude the Con- 
gress by Friday and he appealed for the support of the delegates in the 
expeditious conduct of business. 

Mr. SoxoL_ow extended the greetings of the ‘Congress to Mr. Sauk 
Tchernikowsky, the Hebrew poet, who was present, on his fiftieth birthday.

securing an entrance, as the building hac been “raided” by a party of 
Austrian Chalutzim who had been dissatisfied with the long delay in 
obtaining permits to proceed to Palestine. A deputation was reccived by 
the Priisid who promised to lay their complaint before the Executive, 
and the “ raiders”’ departed quietly. 


The Vote of Confidence. 


It was nearly half-past eleven before the sitting was resumed. Mr. 
A. GouprerG, Chairman of the Standing Committee, submitted the 
following resolution for the deceptante.of the Congress :

Dr. WEIZMANN, im taking leave of the Congress om Sunday evening, said 
that he desired to express his satisfaction at the adoption of the Agency) 


resolutions, ‘The decision would be faithfully carried out. “ We have done 


‘verything.” he continued, “ according to Article 4 of the Palestine Mandate. 
for including Jews in the Jewish Agency. ‘There are many difficulties 
shead but we Zionists are able'to overcome them.” Dr. Weizmann thanked 
the American delegates for their work at the Congress, and said he hoped 
that they would continue their work with dignity in America. On behalf of 


the Executive, he thanked the Congress for their confidence, and hoped 
that next year there would be more Palestine immigrants and fewer internal 
conflicts. He added that people outside had the impression that there were 
more difficulties ut their Congresses than there were in reality. That was 
because they were compelled in twelve days to complete the two years’ work 
of a parliament. 

As Dr. Weizmann concluded his speech. the Congress gave him a 
rousing ovation that lasted for ten minutes.

At two o'clock on Monday morning, the Congress adopted en bloc the 


following political resolutions submitted by the Standing Committee - 


This Congress bids heartfelt farewell to Sir Herbert Samuel, whose 
five-year term of office as the first High Commissioner of Palestine, has 
brought to Palestine the blessings of peace and order and good govern- 
ment, and has witnessed the completion of the first stage of the 
establishment of the Jewish National Home. Sir Herbert and Lady 
Samuel carry with them on their departure from Jerusalem the 


whole-hearted good wishes of the Ziomst Organisation and its deep: 


appreciation of their services for Palestine and its people. 
is Congress offers to Lord Plumer its*congratulations and good 
wishes on his appoiitment as High Commissioner for Palestine, in 


_ eonfident expectation that his term of office will mark a further stage in 


the establishment of the Jewish National Home and in the reconstruc. 
tion of Palestine to the advantage of all its inhabitants. 

The Congress places on record its profound gratitude to Lord 
Balfour for performing the inaugural ceremony of the opening of the 
Hebrew University, thus fitly crowning the services which he has 
hitherto rendered to the Zionist Cause, and which have earned lam an 
enduring place in the history of the Jewish people | 


Complaints Against Palestine Government. 


The Congress declares that the free immigration of Jews to Palestine, 
conducted and regulated by the Jewish Agency, is the basis of the up 
building of the Jewish National Home. The Cotgress declares that 
the recently published immigration law of the Palestine Government is 
not only a codification of the existing immigration restrictions, but 
includes’also new restrictions. ‘The Congress declares that the restric 
tions contradict the provisions.of the Palestine Mandate, and the 
Congress pledges the Zionist Executive to ask for the abolition of these 
restrictions in accordance with the demands of the Zionist Organisation 

The Congress declares that according to the letter and the spirit of 
the Palestine Mandate, the Palestine Administration is to be conducted 
m such a way that it will actively assist the building of the Jewish 
National Home by the creation: of such political, administrative, and 
economic conditions as will secure the establishment of the Jewish 
National Home, especially by facilitating Jewish immigration and the 
establishment of close. settlement by Jews on State lands and waste 
lands in accordance with Article 6 of the Palestine Mandate. 

The Congress declares that the budget participation of the Palestine 
Government till now in the Jewish educational system in Palestine in 
no way satisfies the just claims of the Jewish population and instructs 
the Zionist Executive to bring about as speedily as possible the removal 
of this state of affairs.

In view of the vital importance of a regulated Constitution for the 
Palestine Jewish community, the Congress repeats the decision of the 
Carlsbad Congress, calling upon the Executive to expediate the ratifica- 
~ tion of the Palestine Jewish Community Law and the legalisation of 
the Palestine Jewish National Council (Vaad Leum/) by the British 
Government. 
The Congress instructs the Executive to continue friendly contact 
with the Arab people in accordance with the resolutions adopted by the 
Carlshad Congress. 


The Congress directs the attention of Zionist public opinion to thé 
necessity of extending the political machinery of the Zionist Organisa- 
tion, and galls upon the Executive to secure sufficient funds for organising 
its political activity and to enlist suitable forces to carry out the work. 
The political resolutions go on to register a protest against the persecu- 

tion of the Jewish National Moyement, of the Hebrew language, and of 
Zionism in Russia, and instructs the Zionist Executive to take all possible 
steps for their defence. 

Another resolution demands the legalisation of the Zionist Organisation 
in Hungary and Morocco where the sale even of the Zionist official Hebrew 
the H is prohibited. 

A special resolution solemnly appeals to the whole of Palestine Jewry 
to participate in the elections to the Palestine Jewish National Assembly 
(Asephat Hanirchari mn). 

The resolutions on education demand the pre ,dominance of the Hebrew 
language in the schools in the Diaspora, and demand educational freedom in 
the Hebrew University. The Hebrew schools are to remain the property 
of the Zionist Organisation. A request is made to the Jewish communal 

Organisations in the Diaspora to cover a part of the expenses of the school 
gystem in Palestine. 

During the voting on the educational resolution dealing with freedom 
of education in the Hebrew University in Jerusalem, meaning that teaching 
in the University should be free from the restraints imposed -by religious 
tradition, the delegates of the Mizrachi Organisation raised a storm of 
protest and left the Congress hall in a body. Several of the Rabbis as they 
went out. cried: “ This is no Jewish .Congress 
all the Mizrachist delegates returned to the sitting.

The New Executive. 


Chief Rabbi Dr. Cuases s submitted, on behalf of the Standing Com- 
mittee, the following resolution 

By its vote of confidence on August 29th the Congress invited Dr. 
Weizmann and Mr. Sckolow to undertake the formation of the 
Executive, and to submit a list of names with which both would agree. 
The Standing Committee proposes that the formation of the Executive 
should be left to Dr. Weizmann and Mr. Sokolow. and should be carried 
out within the course of three months. The new Executive must be 
ratified by the Actions Committee. 


The Congress calls upon the present Executive to continue mean- 
while with the conduct of affairs. 

Mr. Ben Gurion (Palestine Labour Party) asked that the Congress 

should not disperse before the Executive had been elected. Two days ago, 
they had voted confidence in Dr. Weizmann because of the terrible crisis 
which had been created, hoping that they had thus found a way out of the 
difficulty. Now they had landed themselves ina worse crisis. Before it w ds 
the Presidents who resigned. Now, unfortunately, it was the C ougress 
which had abdicated. That was a state of affairs without precedent in the 
history of the Zionist Movement. The Congress, Mr. Ben Gurion said, had 
adopted the momentous Jewish Agency decision and was now no longer a 
responsible organ. The only great Jewish statesman, Dr. Herzl, had 
bequeathed .to them the Congress as a great and sacred legacy. With all 
respect for Dr. Weizmann, their disappointment was the greater, for in the 
most important moment he had left them and gone away from Vienna. 
Dr. CHaJes, replying to Mr. Ben Gurion, said that the situation had 
forced this course of action on them. He regretted not having known that 
‘the Poale-Zion-Zeire-Zion had opposed the resolution at the Standing 
Committee. Nevertheless, he appealed to them to agree to it. 

Mr. Leo Morzk in then took the vote on the resolation. Mr. Rien arp 
LIcurTHEemM protested that the resolution proposed by the Standing Com- 
mittee was in contradiction to the statutes of the Zionist Organisation. The 
voting thereupon nad to be taken again, with the result that 143 voted for 
the resolution and 25 members of the Left. Wing and several Mizrachists, 
voted against. The greater part of the Hitachduth and the Mizrachi voted 
»» favour or abstained. The Radical Zionist Opposition abstained.

The Congress has renewed the decision of the Carlsbad Conyuress for 
the creation of a colonisation fund and for the conclusion of fixed agrees inen's 


with the settlers. 


The Congress has appropriated £40,000 from the Labour Department 
budget for the promotion of the special interests of Yemenite ar: of 
Mizrachist workers. The Executive has been pledged to establi<h as 
Advisory Council at the Labour Department of representatives of al 
Palestine groupings. 

A sum of £10,000 has been appropriated for Sephardic colons. 


The Congress has adopted an annual budget of £600.00) incloding 


£270,000 for agriculture, £20,009 of which is to be set aside for experiment 
ing with the Soskin small-holding settlement scheme ; £484,000 for education ; 
£39,000 for immigration ; £38,000 for trade and industry, £25,000 of which 
is set aside for the Industrial Bank and the rest for the Mizrachi Bank and 
the Artisans’ Bank ; £40,000 for the Health Department ; LOW for the 
Experimental Station - - £19,000 for administration ; and £5,000 for religious 
requirements. 

The special features of the new Budget are the inclusion of the Soskin 
scheme and of the colonisation of Sephardim and the alloéation of £1001 
for the consolidation of the old agricultural settlements. 

[t is the first time that the Budget has included an approp:stion of 
£5,000 for religious needs and appropriations for the Mizrachi sc hoo's av 

the Mizrachi Bank. The Budget represents if not a strong, yet adisuns 
tendency. in favour of the middle class.
